Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1945 
on  the  County  Health  Administration  of  Herefordshire.  At  the 
time  of  writing  I have  been  offered,  and  have  accepted,  the 
post  of  County  Medical  Officer,  Warwickshire  ; so  this  is  my 
last  official  report  to  you. 

A glance  at  the  Annual  Reports  covering  the  years  since 
my  arrival  in  1939,  reveals  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  services 
and  the  much  greater  amount  of  work  now  undertaken  by  the 
department  on  behalf  of  the  community.  The  intervention  of 
the  war  years  has,  unfortunately,  left  its  mark  on  the  statistics 
of  the  County  as  on  those  of  all  other  Counties  in  England.  To 
take  one  example,  the  occurrence  of  Tuberculosis  has  increased 
(and  a further  rise  has  been  recorded  this  year).  Moreover  the 
number  of  persons  receiving  treatment  at  the  Tuberculosis 
Clinic  in  1945  was  more  than  double  that  for  1939.  These  figures 
are  serious,  but  there  is  a reasonable  expectation  that  a fall  will 
take  place  during  forthcoming  years.  It  will  be  recollected  that 
I prepared  a report  about  2 years  ago  on  the  relationship  between 
bad  housing  conditions  and  the  increased  incidence  of  Tuber- 
culosis. The  evidence  therein  submitted  to  the  Committee 
demonstrated  the  limitations  of  our  ability  to  control  the  disease 
until  housing  conditions  throughout  the  County  have  been  im- 
proved. The  Joint  Housing  Committee  are  already  working  on 
this  problem. 

A happier  state  of  affairs  exists  in  the  child  welfare  service. 
The  credit  for  this  is,  in  part,  due  to  the  excellent  work  carried 
out  by  the  District  Nurse/Midwife/Health  Visitors,  and  to  the 
cumulative  effect  on  child  health  of  a combined  nursing  service, 
through  which  there  is  continuity  of  supervision,  advice  and 
assistance  with  mothercraft  and  child  health  problems.  In  this 
connection  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  better  care  of  the  expec- 
tant mother  is  reflected  in  the  health  of  the  child  ; and  that  such 
schemes  as  the  General  Practitioner,  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal 
Services,  the  Consultant  Obstetric  Service,  and  the  Dental 
Service  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  all  contribute  to  this 
end. 

The  care  of  the  illegitimate  child  and  the  well-being  of 
children  boarded  out  with  foster-parents  under  the  Infant  Life 
Protection  arrangements  have  received  special  attention  through- 
out the  year.

No  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the 
County  during  1945.  Measles  and  whooping  cough  were,  as 
usual,  the  predominant  diseases.  There  was  one  death  from 
Diphtheria — the  child  had  not  been  immunised.  Immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  is  being  advocated  constantly  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers,  but, 
though  the  response  in  some  districts  is  satisfactory,  the  numbers 
being  immunised  is  often  too  low.  I understand  that  District 
Medical  Officers  have  plans  in  hand  for  improving  the  position. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  various 
Committees  for  their  encouraging  interest  and  support  during 
mv  tenure  of  the  post  of  Count}'  Medical  Officer. 

The  professional,  technical  and  clerical  staff  have,  without 
exception,  given  good  service  to  the  department.

HOSPITALISATION  OF  MATERNITY  CASES.

CHILD  WELFARE. 

Babies  are  visited  by  the  midwives  for  at  least  14  days  after 
they  are  born.  At  the  end  of  the  14th  day  until  the  end  of  the 
first  year  they  are  visited  at  least  once  a month  by  the  Health 
Visitor  who  is  usually  the  same  Nurse  as  the  Midwife. 

If  any  abnormality  is  suspected  by  the  Midwife,  a general 
medical  practitioner  may  be  called  in  to  the  baby  under  the 
Medical  Aid  Scheme,  up  to  the  28th  day  after  the  birth.

In  spite  of  the  continued  shortage  of  nurses  and  domestics  it 
has  not  been  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  beds  available, 
and  by  concentrating  on  essentials  the  standard  of  work  was 
maintained  at  a reasonable  level.  The  patients  co-operated 
willingly  according  to  their  ability.  Nevertheless  the  shortage 
imposed  a strain  on  the  more  responsible  members  of  the  staff 
which,  though  cheerfully  borne,  was  not  permanently  desirable. 

Of*  a total  of  62  adults  admitted  to  Nieuport  Sanatorium 
22  were  in  or  from  H.M.  Forces. 

Ten  patients  died  at  the  Sanatorium  and  21  at  the  County 
Hospital.  The  type  of  case  at  the  County  Hospital  was  on  the 
whole  more  advanced. 

Three  patients  discharged  themselves  from  Nieuport  San- 
atorium against  advice.

It  will  be  noted  in  the  foregoing  tables  that  a lesser  number  of 
adult  patients  was  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  than  in  1944,  viz.  : 
GO  compared  to  86,  and  a correspondingly  lesser  number  was 
discharged,  viz.  : 59  compared  to  87.  This  was  because  a consid- 
erable number  of  patients  had  to  be  retained  longer  than  necessary 
owing  to  adverse  home  conditions. 

Over  50%  of  the  patients  admitted  were  between  the  ages 
of  20  and  30. 


While  nursing  conditions  and  other  restrictions  are  still 
adverse  factors  in  after  treatment  it  is  hoped  that  the  Disabled 
Persons  Employment  Act,  1944,  will  be  very  helpful  in  enabling 
convalescent  patients  to  find  suitable  work. 


The  number  of  patients  in  the  Sanatorium  on  December  31st, 
1945,  was  67,  compared  with  60  on  December  31st,  1944.
